On Thurſday the twelfth inftant, the Crcwners Jury as 
ro the agreement the day before mer in the Nags-head Ta- 
at Clarken-wel, and beirg vathered together, the body was 

T ordered to be taken up again. 


This being performed the Crowner and his Jury ſat upon 
this ſad and lamentable a&, and after viewing the Corps, ac- 
.cording to the Laws of rhis Kingdom, they gave in their Ve:- 
dit, that they could tinde it to be no other then willful mu:- 


ther. 


When they had thus ended the Corps was: again put into 
the place from whence it was taken, and the murderer fill 
remains in Newgate, and will doubtleſle (next Sefſhons) re- 
ceive the jult ſentence of Death tor this cruel, bloody aad bar-

which ſhe in earneſt moſt deſperatcly ſkab'd him in the belly, 
an yet was not ſatufied till ſhe had made athird aſſault and 
ſtab*.i him again.
